New York Financier Sends Corsair

SHE SAYS BILLINGS 
‘HAD ACID, NOT BOMB 


Former Nurse. Declares He 
Was in Dentist’s Office 
Mile Away Shortly Before 

Explosion.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 1.— 
Chief Justice William H. Waste 
of the California Supreme Court 
ryhaled today it would be unneces- 
sary to bring Warren K. Billings or 
Thomas Mooney here in connection 
with testimony of Miss Estelle 
Smith, surprise witness, in the 
hearing on Billings’ petition for a 
pardon recommendation. 

Billings, who with Mooney, 
serving a life sentence for bomb- 
ing a preparedness day parade 
here in 1916, was declared by Miss 
Smith to have been an acid throw- 
er and not a bomber. She said 


she worked in a Gentist’s office the 
day of the bombing and Billings 
came in with a suitcase which he 
told her contained bottles of acid 
to be used, by him in damaging 
automobile engines during a ma- 
chinists’ strike. 

The hearing was to adjourn to- 
day in order that Gov. C. C. Young 
might examine John MacDonald, 
recanting prosecution witness, in 
Sacramento tomorrow in connec- 
tion with Mooney’s petition for a 
pardon. 

Frank P. Walsh, attorney for 
Mooney, urged that his client be 
breught into court because of the 
statements made by Miss Smith. 
The Court held, however, the in- 
terests of both Mooney and Bil- 
lings would be amply. an 
without their presence. 

The outstanding element of Miss 
Smith's testimony yesterday was 
her assertion Billings had been 
in her office about a mile distant 
from the scene of the bombing un- 
til a few minutes after 1:51 p. m. 
the day of the disaster, July 22, 
The bomb exploded at 2:06 
p. m., and defense attornéys in- 
sisted it would have been impossi- 
ble for Billings to reach Steuart 
and Market streets and place the 
bomb in that space of time. 


Meanwhile it was disclosed that 
two other figures in the Billings 
prosecution—Mrs. Nellie Eadeau 
and her daughter, Sadie Badeau— 
had been found by Fred L. Berry, 
Deputy District Attorney during 
the bombing trials, and were being 
guarded by police in preparation 
ms an appearance at the hear- 
ng. 

Miss Smith testified Billings tcld 
her in the presence of Fremont 
Older, newspaper editor, that a 
suitcase which he carried into her 
office the day of the bombing con- 
tained acid and a syringe. 


“He said he was engaged in 
squirting the acid on automobiles 
in the hire of a local union of ma- 
chinists then on strike,“ Miss Smith 
testified. 

Miss Smith was flatly contra- 
dicted, however, by Older, cne of 
the leaders of the campaign to free 
the two prisoners, who denied Bill- 
ings had ever made such a state- 
ment in his prese ce. 


After identifyjng herself as a 
former nurse who worked in a doc- 
tor’s office at 721 Market street in 
1916, Miss Smith testified she saw 
Billings about 12:45 p. m., the day 
of the bombing. She said he came 
to the office representing himself 
as a newspaper camera man and 
wanted to go to the roof. Billings 
had a suitcase, she continued, and 
when she refused him permission 
to go to the roof he sat down to 
wait for one of the doctors. 

A little later he asked permis- 
sion to leave the suitcase and Miss 
Smith said she started to give it to 
an office a:tendant. 

“My God, don’t touch mat: 
you'll strain the lenses in my cam- 
era.“ Billings was quoted by the 
witness as shouting.

Scorfina's affidavit abjuring his 
previous statements was presented 
to Gov. Caulfield yesterday at Jef- 
ferson City by former Circuit At- 
torney Howard Sidener, counsel for 
Sora Mantia, Baptista Bommarito 
and Sam Lombardo. 

Along with Carl Fiorito, Cuckoo 
gangster, who is still at large, the 
three men were indicted at Belle- 
ville Saturday charged' with kid- 
naping Scorfina in East St. Louis 
on July 12, robbing: him and hold- 
ing him for ransom. Kidnaping for 
ransom is a capital offense in III- 
nois and Missouri. | 

Police were informed today that 
Sicilian gangsters have been active 
in raising a defense fund for Bom- 
marito, Mantia and Lombardo, and 
it is said that a total of approxi- 
mately 350,000 is available. It is 
understood that the usual custom of 
visiting and. “shaking down” mer- 
chants, including American-born 
members of Commission Row, was 
followed, and that in a single day 
$11,000 was raised for the defense. 

Flying to the Missouri capital in 
a chartered airplane Sidener pre- 
sented the affidavit to the Gover- 
nor in argument against removal of 
the three men to [llinois.

“Regardless of the nature of the 
affidavit I shall.issue the order of 
extradition,” the Governor re- 
joined.

But yesterday things began to hap- 
pen. The R-100 crossed the ocean 
and sailed down Belle Isle Strait, 
across the Gulf of St. Lawrence and 
up the St. Lawrence River. As it 
approached Quebec, storm winds 
were rising and occasional showers 
fell. The fabric on one fin, just as 
happened on the first ocean voyage 
of the Graf Zeppelin, gave way. 

Not far from Quebec the ship 
was seen to falter, to halt and to 
start drifting backward along its 
‘ourse. For two hours members of 
the crew worked on temporary re- 
pairs. Because of the damaged fin, 
officers handled the ship gingerly, 
easing it gently along, and already 
valuable time had been lost. There 
was no longer any chance of effect- 
ing an afternoon landing as had 
been planned. 

Last 50 Miles in Storm, 

For the last 50 miles the weather 
was far from favorable. Rain drove 
across the darkness, lightning 
flared along tha sky and the ship 
felt its way through bumpy air 
that must have shaken it sorely. 

By the time the ship finally ar- 
rived over the field the weather 
had cleared and floodlights gave 
semblance of daylight, but the offi- 
cers in charge were taking no 
unnecessary chances, so the moor- 
ing operation was postponed until 
dawn. 

“We never had a bump all the 
way across the Atlantic Ocean and 
everything went perfectly until we 
got to Father Point.” said Sir Den- 
ninstoun Burney, director of air- 
craft development and designer of 
the dirigible, as the ship was 
moored. 

“There we ran into a bad bump 
and the jar tore the fabric on a 
stabilizing fin. But the damage 
was temporarily repaired and was 
negligible." 

Officers Talk of Flight. 

Sir Denninstoun, Maj. G. H. 
Scott, assistant director of airship 
development, Squadron Leader R. 
S. Booth, captain of the R-100, and 
Squadron Leader Johnston, navi- 
gating officer, talked of the flicht 
as soon as the ship was made fast. 
There was still five tons of ate: 
left aboard the R-100. 

The most valuable thing . 
on the trip, the officers said. was 
that the airship was the most com- 
fortable means of transportation. 
The course over the North Atlan- 
tic they regarded as the most feas- 
ible for commercial use if larger

“It was a very good test of the 
ship's ability,” Sir Denninstoun 
said. “We ran into one of your 
thunderstorms last night and rose 
to 4000 feet to get out of it. The 
trip was 3364 miles from mooring 
mast at Cardington to, mooring 
mast at St. Hubert. 

“The chief benefit we derived 
from the trip was experience. We 
need long flights to gain the ex- 


air craft. The ship- behaved per- 
fectly. We _ dodged to get into 
favorable winds once or twice, but 
the air was calm. 


Most Impressive Thing. 


“The most’ impressive thing 
about the trip is this: On Monday 
night I entertained a party at din- 
ner. We left Cardington at 9:46

last night.“

“Which would you save?” stood out 
as the biggest puzzle in the exam 
nation to which Thomas A. Edison 
subjected 49 boys yesterday to de- 
termine this yéar’s winner of the 
Edison college scholarship, which 
was awarded to Arthur O. Williams 
Jr., of East Providence, R. I. 

The boys, one from each State 
and the District of Columbia, 
emerged from their six-hour exami- 
nation yesterday to agree that hard 
questions in chemistry, physics, his- 
tory and other subjects were easy 
compared with one dealing with an 
expedition stranded in a desert 
with a limited supply of food and 
water, Only three out of seven 
of this party could be saved. 

The question supposed that the 
party was composed of a brilliant 
scientist, 60 years old; his 39-year- 
old wife, whose interests were 
chiefly social; her 6-year-old son; 
the fiancee of the leader, and his 
best friend, a person of his own 


age, with a promising scientific fu- 


ture, and two half-breed guides, 58 
and 32 years old.

Bronzed by days of drill and play 
under the hot sun and physically 
bettered by dafly calisthenics, regu- 
lar hours and supervised athletics, 
the boys present a far different ap- 
pearance frcm that at the opening 
of camp, July 7. 

The stoop has gone from careless 
shoulders; soft muscles have be- 
come hard; neatness has taken the 
place of carelessness in attire and 
manner. 

And the youths, from Missouri, 
Arkansas and Illinois, have fulfilled 
the major object of the encamp- 
ment by practicing some cf the hab- 
its that make good citizens, learn- 


ing to work together and play to- 


gether and glimpsing, many of them 
for the first time, the part the 


army plays in the life of the na- 


“We haven't made trained sol- 
diers out of these boys,” Col. Pe- 
gram Whitworth, commandant of 
the samp, said today, “and we did 
nct want to do so. The military 
training is comparatively negligible. 
Its chief object is to teach them the 
fundamentals of drill and to afford 
them a chance to learn to obey and 
command. 

The primary object of the camp 
is to give the youths some idea of 
their ‘responsibilities as citizens. All 
of the training is calculated to pro- 
mote good citizenship. We feel the 
youths are better citizens now than 
they were when they came to camp 


and if they will put in practice at 


home what they have learned here, 
they will make the kind of citizens 
every community needs, 

„The physical improvement 1s 
obvious, the Colonel said, as two 
companies marched En by. 
“but we Hope we have contributed 
to mental and moral Wr 
also.“ 

About 150 Weeded Out. f 

When the camp opened 1850 
youths were crowded in the com- 
pany streets, seven to a tent. About 
150 of these, however, who were 
not amenable to discipline and 
proved to be bad influences on 
their companions, were quickly 
weeded out and sent home with 
“no return” marked on their rec- 
ords. The remainder, relieved of 
their rather cramped quarters, set- 
“fed down into the routine of camp 
life and surprised even the regular 
soldiers with the rapidity with 
‘which they learned the drills and 
achieved pride of company and 
regiment, 

“A few well meaning parents get 
the idea that a C. M. T. C. camp 
is a sort of summer reform school 
for boys. who cannot be managed 
at home,” Col. Whitworth said. 
“We do not want such boys and we 
gat rid of them as soon as we find 
them out. We want the bést ma- 
terial we- can get.“ 

Camp Britton was 4 camp with- 
out a serious accident. One youth 
developed appendicitis his first day 
in camp and was able to have the 
Operation performed by skilled 
surgeons without a cent of expense. 
The Government not ohly took care 
of the boys but paid their round 
trip fare from home.

They had 
landed at the Bremen's Brooklyn 
pier and been rushed through the 
customs in an effort to beat their 
father to the hotel,

Three trained men from Akron 
boarded the Bremen at Quarantine 
and recruited a landing crew from 
among the Bremen’s sailors, their

WIFE OF WALTER JOHNSON, 
EXHAUSTED BY HEAT, DIES 


She Had Made Auto Trip From 
Kansas to Washington; Mar- 
ried Ball Player in 1914. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—A ge- 
ries of misfortunes: for Walter 
Johnson, noted baseball player, 


culminated today with the death 


of his wife Hazel Roberts John- 
son. 

Johnson, manager of the Wash- 
ington American team, was in uni- 
form yesterday for the game with 
Philadelphia when a telephone call 
came from physicians at George- 
town Hospital. He left the park 
hurriedly and shortly afterward 
tiptoed into his wife's room. 

He was told that her condition 
was serious; that a recent automo- 
bile trip from Coffeyville.

Is Begun. 


A4 ~$%,250,000 medical center 
where patients of moderate means 
will receive the same treatment as 
patients who may afford the best 
service is disclosed in plans for the 
new 18-story Firmin Desloge Hos- 
pital of St. Louis University. 
Clearing of the site of the buila- 


Vista avenue and Rutger street, 
has begun and construction will be 
under way in six weeks. 

The hospital group, provided by 
a gift of the heirs of Firmin Des- 
loge, wealthy lead operator, which 
he had requested before his death, 
will consist of the 260-bed hospital 
proper, a service building for serv- 
ant quarters and a laundry, and a 
convent for 60 Sisters of the Order 
of St. Mary, who will supply the 
administrative and nursing service 
of the institution. Both the con- 
vent, to the rear of the hospital, 
and the school of medicine of St. 
Louis University, east across Grand 
boulevard, will be connected with 
it by tunnels. 

Large Wards Eliminated. 

In an attempt to assure special 
treatment to all patients, large 
wards heve been eliminated, two- 
thirds of.the bed floor space hav- 
ing been devoted to semi-private, 
two-bed rooms, The rest of the 
space is for patients demanding 
privacy. 

A dispensary, to take care of an 
estimated 80,000 patients a year, 
will occupy about half of the first 
floor, with a large diagnostic ad- 
mission department and the ad- 
ministrative offices also on the 
same level. The second floor, with 
a group of medial and surgical 
services, will take care of both 
dispensary and regular hospital 
patients. f ' 

Beginning at the third floor, 
there will be seven bed floors, each 
with a single nursing unit of 37 
beds, and each with two large sun- 
rooms for convalescent patients. 
The upper floors of the building 
will be occupied by nurses’ living 
quarters, surgical and obstetrical 
operating suites, and the rooms of 
resident physicians, on the top 
floor. On the roof, but shielded 
from view from the street, will be 
promenades for patients and the 
hospital staff. 

Clinical Amphitheaters. 

Fulfilling its purpose as a hos- 
pital for the School of Medicine, 
the institution will have two large 
clinical amphitheaters, each seat- 
ing 250 persons. 

The architectural style of the 
building, developed by Arthur J. 
Widmer & Associates, Inc., and 
Study and Farrar, is modified 
French Gothic to harmonize with 
the other buildings of St. Louis 
University. The main building, 250 
feet high and situated on one of 
the highest elevations in the city, 
will be surmounted by a graceful 
Gothic fleche of lead-covered cop- 
per and a gold cross. Steep 
French roofs will give a further 
impression of height. 

Brick and stone will be used for 
the exterior walls, with a predom- 
inance of stone at the highest and 
lowest levels. The main entrance, 
from Grand boulevard, will be 
through an open Gothic porch of 
stone, into a lobby, of large pro- 
portions, decorated with Roman 
travertine stone set in the form of 
Gothic panels and niches. Colors 
ued in painting the ceiling will be 
selected to give a warm impres- 
sion. 

‘Forty-six institutions were 
sthdied, over a period of five years, 
tq derive the hospital plans, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Alphonse M.

Colin. Few of the present day 
remember this ncted horse, which 
for years has been on the Edward 
B. McLean racing farm. 

Colin, now 23 or 24 years old, 
is hardly salable as far as his 
prospects of future progeny are 
concerned; but sentimentally 
some lover of great horses may 
buy him and give him a home. 

Colin will be remembered by 
turf fans of the last 15 years as 
the sire of a really gcod horse— 
On Watch, which,raced in Man 
O' War's day and ran second to 
him in one of the Jamafca 2- 
year-old stakes of 1919.

INSULTING A GOOD CUSTOMER. 
No business man who was in his right mind 
deliberately set out to insult one-of his best custom- 
ers. If he did so, he would scarcely expect to sell 


Amtorg Trading Corporation, the Soviet. purchasing 
agency, has bought $67,495,000 worth of goods and 
machinery from the United States.in the last nine 
months. Yet, a. committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, on the basis of the dubious documents 
produced by former Police Commissioner Grover 
Whalen of New York, accuses this corporation of 
spending its time and mioney in spreading Commu- 
nist propaganda fn this country. 

One of the committee’s members forced Peter 
Bogdanov, the head of Amtorg, to admit that ma- 
chines and materials purchased here will be used 
to manufacture goods which will subsequently be of- 
fered for sale, and then professes to see in this fact 
a deep plot to flood our markets and ruin our in- 
dustry. The Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
Seymour Lowman; denies entry to two shiploads of 
Russian pulpwood, which had been sold to the Inter- 
national Paper & Power Co., on the ground that they 
had been loaded by convict labor. And Matthew 
Woll, on behalf of the American Wage Earners’ Pro- 
tective Association, cries for a complete embargo on 
all Russian goods, contending that all labor in Russia 
is conscripted into an economic army which is fight- 
ing to conquer the world for Bolshevism. 

The imports of Russian coal, pulpwood and lumber, 
which have so distressed these people, constitute but 
a fraction of 1 per cent of our domestic consumption 
of these products. Our purchases of Russian gables, 
ermine, platinum and sausage casings scarcely pre 
sent a serious threat to any American industry. Im- 
ports of manganese ores, which are protested by Se 
ator Reed of Pennsylvania, are similarly harmless. 
As our Tariff Commission pointed out, our own ores 
are inferior in quality and limited in quantity and 
should properly be conserved for our protection 
thé emergency of another war. esi: 

Our European competitors have proved to be much 
less finicky than ourselves about trading with the 
Soviets. Russian purchases in England for the nine 
months ending June 30 jumped to $65,000,000 from 
the $19,000,000 bought in the previous nine months. 
German sales to Russia increased from $65,000,000 
to $81,000,000; French sales from $17,000,000 to $21,- 
000,000. At the same time that we are harassing 
Soviet purchasing agents here, European governments 
are extending their business men all possible aid pro 
moting trade with Russia. Our policy has had the 
effect of holding up orders for our goods. Russian 
buying here has declined at a time of year when it 
should normally be increasing. 

American opposition to Soviet trade is short-sight- 

ed in the extreme. The Department of Commerce 
announces that Russia sold us $21,520,000 worth of 
merchandise in 1929, but bought $81,548,000 worth 
from us in the same year. Her purchases here ex- 
ceeded her sales by more than $60,000,000. She 
bought $4 worth of goods from us for every $1 worth 
she sold us. A trade boycott today would hurt us far 
more than it would hurt Russia. Our European com- 
petitors would be the only gainers. A decrease in 
our sales to the Soviet would only serve to accentu- 
ate our already serious unemployment situation. The 
International Harvester Co. has just extended its 
operations in its Milwaukee plants by 50 per cent to 
manufacture tractors for exportation to Russia. 
Neither American labor ner the American Govern- 
ment can afford to forbid such employment to our 
workmen today. 
President Hoover’s announcement that he will not 
permit the Treasury Department to place any sort of 
general embargo on Russian goods is particularly 
opportune. It is to be hoped that this action will 
lead to a restoration of economic sanity,

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MURDER HERE AND IN LONDON, 

As murder becomes increasingly popular as a na- 
tional pastime on this side of the Atlantic, the En- 
glish continue to prove that it can be prevented with 
the right kind of police @ficers ana a stern sys- 
tem of justice, According to the news, only 10 
cases of murder were reported in London, the world’s 
largest city, in 1929. One of these murders was 
committed in 1928 and not discovered until 1929. 
The Nation quotes Lord Byng, London police head, 
as apologizing because his men failed to solve two 
of the 10 murders and because two suspects who 
were tried were acquitted. In addition to the mur- 
ders, London had 37 manslaughter cases, a total of 
47, as against 357 murder and manslaughter cases 
for the same period in New York City. 

Citizens of London are essentially the same as 
citizens of New York. Both are humanly susceptible 
to those emotions of fear, rage, lust and greed which 
tend to provoke violence, Firearms, billies and 
butcher knives are just as plentiful in London as in 
New York. Yet murder is a rare crime in London 
because it is punished quickly and drastically. The 
moral is clear, but we refuse to apply it.

A short time ago, in reversing a conviction in a bank 
failure case in Iowa, facts were excluded under the 
rules of evidence which Judge Kenyon felt should 
have been introduced. They were material and com- 
petent and admissible, he contended, if justice were 
to be served. Unfortunately, under our court prac- 
tice, as leaders of the bar have frequently lamented, 
our trials are contests of skill and wit between law- 
vers where the objective of justice is subordinated. 

That prosecuting attorneys are often moved pri- 
marily by a seal for conviction will not be challenged. 
That prosecutors customarily cite their records of 
convictions as proof of their ability and as warrant 
for continuance in office, or for promotion, is a fa- 
miliar story in our political annals. This is not to 
imply that a prosecuting attorney would deliberately 
send a man to prison Yhom he knew to be inno- 
cent, But the desire to win, the ambition to succeed, 
is a temptation from which the prosecuting attorney 
in every court should pray to be delivered.

Too long has University City kept its light mod- 
estly hidden under a bushel. So thoroughly was it 


concealed that many persons didn’t even know that? 


University City had a light. But it has, and what a 
light—quarter of a billion candlepower, brightest in 
the world! Visitors on the Pike, back in World's 
Fair days, gaped as the beacon shot its rays half 
way across the State. Old settlers at Kirkwood by 
its glare read newspapers telling the latest from the 
Russo-Japanese front. So restless has been the pa- 
rade of bigger and better products from the electrical 
laboratories that most devices become museum pieces 
in a quadrennium, But University City’s Gargantuan 
arc light, even in the ignominy of a musty attic, has 
retained its premier standing for 26 years, despite 
such upstarts as airport beacons, building floodlights 
and civic great white ways.

After Mellett’s death the Pulitzer 
prize was. awarded to the Canton News for 
its gallantry and courage in attacking the 
alliance of officialdom with vice and crime. 
“This excellent fight with its tragic end- 
ing was widely heralded by journalists 
throughout the country as proof that the 
entire profession had not yet succumbed 
to the capitalistic Influences which are so 


profoundly changing it day by day—and 


the contention was just. It was the kind 
of fight newspapers ought to be making; it 
was in accord with the best of the old tra- 
ditions: it shewed that dailies can still 
exert a profound influence in their communi- 
ties if their editors are willing to make ev- 
ery sacrifice and are free to state the truth 
as they see it.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Delayed 
dispatches to the Navy Department 
from Admiral Charles B. McVay 
Jr., commander of the Asiatic fleet, 
said that none cf the five blue jack- 
ets wounded in the clash between 
the gunboat Palos and communists 
at Changsha was seriously hurt. 

“Five flesh wounds from scafter- 
ing fragments,” Admiral McVay 
said. He did not give the names 
of the sailors. 

The Palos was hit about 100 
times, but was not damaged seri- 
ously. Admiral McVay said the en- 
gagement lasted about an hour, and 
that approximately 30 communists 
were killed. 

Naval officers here said the ref- 
erence tc “fragments” probably 
meant splinters from rifle bullets 
which shattered when they hit the 
armor of the Palos. They said the 
report indicated the buHets might 
have been an explosive type out-.

Summer Food Supply Needs to 
Be Selected With Great 
Precaution. 


There ig a tendency in the sum- 
mer time to cut down on the 
amount of food eaten—a tendency 
that is a wise one if care is uscd 
in the cutting so that those ele- 
ments are present that arc needed 
at all times for body maintenance 
and repair, and to supply the 


necessary energy— these must not

only be present, but present in the 
required quantities. 

No matter haw hot the day we 
must eat or the health will suffer. 
When we eat more than is re- 
quired of the starches, sugars and 
fats the excess is stored as body 
fat which is uncomfortable to carry 
around in the summer. In the 
winter the body fat is an aid in 
keeping warm, but our August tem- 


temperatures that there is no need 
to gupply extra fuel for body 
warmth. ‘Theerfore, less of the 
carbohydrates—that is, the atarches 
and van Benes fats should de 
eaten. 

The problem, then, in selecting

Fruits and Berries Supply the 
Materials for Delicate 
Jams and Jellies. 


No matter how excellent and how 
convenient are the jars of jams, 
jellies and conserves found on the 
grocery shelves, this is the time of 
year when housewives feel a yearn- 
ing to “do up” just a few jars of 
our own. Even a kitchenette stor- 
age shelf takes on a new air when 
it contains home-made sweets of 
this type and the methods in pres- 
ent day use are so simplified that 
even the most amateur of house- 
keepers can be reasonably Bure of 
success. 

Currants, red raspberries, pine- 
apples, sour cherries, gooseberries, 
blackberries, apricots, the little 
gapes—in fact almost any of the 
summer fruits lend themselves ad- 
mirably to the making of a large 
variety of delicious sweets. 

Commercial Pectin. 

For those who are inexpérienced 
in the art of jelly making—and 
even for those who have years of 
experience—commiercial pectin is a 
boon, for its use removes that aw- 
ful uncertainty as to whether the 
jelly will “jell” or not. Pectin is a 
substance found in most fruits and 
is the ingredient that makes jelly 
Jell.“ Some fruits contain more 
than others, and some are almost 
lacking in it. 

Currants, apples, grapes, cran- 
berries and quinces are rather rich 
in pectin, but most of the ber- 
ries, peaches, pears and cher- 
ries lack enough of it to make a 
firm jelly. In such cases they may 
be combined with one of the fruits 
that contain an adequate amount 
of pectin—apples, for example—or 
the commercial product may be 
added. The recipes given here 
make use of both the commercial 
pectin and the plain fruit. 

Three Fruit Conserve, 

This is a delicious sweet, déep 
red in color and especially good 
-to serve with cream cheese and 
crackers for tea. Red cherries, 
berries and pineapple are the fruits 
used. Pit one quart of sour red 
cherries and mix with one quart of 
washed and drained berries. 


Shred a mediur--sized ripe pine- | 


apple and measure ‘the pulp. 
There should be four cupfuls. Mix 
the fruits with three and one-half 
pounds of sugar and let stand for 
at least 30 minutes, as the sugar 
draws the juice from the fruit ang 
the juice dissolves the sugar. Heat 
slowly to the boiling point and boil 
for 15 minutes. Skim out the fruit 
and boil down the juice until it 
begins to thicken—this will take 
about 15 to 20 minutes. Return 
the fruit to the syrup, boil for five 
minutes and then pour into sma!) 
sterilized jars and seal at once. The 
half-pint. size are best and ‘he 
recipe makes eight of these. 
Black Currant Jelly. 

Black currant jelly is an old- 
fashioned sweet that is supposed to 
have, among other things, the pow- 
er of soothing throat irritations. It 
is distinctive in flavor and good 
with cold or hot meats or with hot 
breads. 

Wash the fruit, stem the meas- 
ure. To four cupfuls add one cup 
of water. Boil until soft and then 
strain through a jelly bag. Measure 
the juice and add one cup of sugar 
and one teaspoon lemon juice to 
each cup of currant juice. Heat to 
the boiling point and boil rapidly 
for five to 10 minutes, or until the 
mixture thickens as it drops frém 
the spoon. Pour at once into ster- 
Uized jelly glasses. One quart of 
currants will make three medium- 
Sized glasses of jelly. 

Fruit Marmalade, 

Marmalade is another ‘favorite 
Once it becomes known. Peel and 
shred a medium-sized pineapple. 
Wash six oranges and three fresh 
limes, then cut in quarters and 
then in thin shreds, discarding only 
the seeds. Mix the fruits and

DRY CHIEF 10 S 
OOO MORE AGENTS 


Thinks He Can Get Better Re- 
sults if Force Is Increased 
to 2500. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.— Con- 
vineed after two days of meetings 
with his 12 regional administrators 
that an increased personnel is es- 
sential, Amos W. W. Woodcock, di- 


rector of prohibition, will ask Con- 
gress for a 25 per cent enlarge- 
ment of his forces. 

James M. Doran, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol of the 
Treasury also will seek an increase. 

Woodcock is confident that with 
the personnel increased from 2000 
to about 2500, stricter enforcement 
will be obtained. 

Woodcock today wound up his 
conference wth the field workers, 
consulting then with a dozen picked 
men who are to head a special 
squadron of 200 agents detailed to 
ferret out wholesale liquor con- 
spiracies. 

The Doran forces, for which an 
increase of 120 men is sought, also 
are holding a conference. 

Assistant Secretary Lowman of 
the Treasury, in a radio address 
last night said only 2 per cent of 
the liquor now sold in this country 
came from Canada and that of the 
$25,000,000 of intoxicants brought 
in last year from the Dominion, 
much was “short-circuited back to 
Canadian bootleggers. 

Lowman separated smugglers into 
two classes: Those who smuggle for 
profit, and those who try to escape 
paying duty on personal belong- 
ings purchased abroad. 

Those in the first class, he said, 
were skillful and dangerous crim- 
inals, but the others were mostly 
women who “just cannot under- 
stand why they should pay duty on 
foreign made finery and jewels 
they bring home from abroad.” 


He told of one woman who paid |

Mr. Barnum died (April 7, 1891) 
more than two years before I came 
to New York. But his methods 
were still very much alive all over 
the town for a long timg afterward. 
He was a great showman for his 
period, and his style is worth re- 
cording, but not copying. No per- 
son in show business ever had the 
failures he had and survived. 
Something was wrong somewhere; 
it’s now the Ringling-Barnum 
show, if I'm not mistaken. And I 
know I’m not. The less spectacular 
John Ringlihg is among the first 
10 richest men. é 

The only fault to be found with 
Barnum is that he should have let 
the other fellow say what he said 
himself, ; 


He was born in Bethel, Conn., in 
1810, on July 5, a day late on the 
lot and not exactly a good start 
for an expert showman. His fath- 
er was an inn and store keeper, 
and Phineas began in the store. 
selling. lottery tickets: principally. 
He failed as a store keeper, he 
flopped at running a weekly news- 
paper and, with nothing else lying 
around to consume his cash, he 
went to New York in 1834. A year 
later he was an active Bhowman, 
the equal of which never has been 
duplicated. | 

He first. exploited Joyce Heth, 
reputed to have been the colored 
nurse for George Washington, and 
heralded as 160 years old. With 
this woman and a small company 
he made successful tours until 
1839, though Joyce Heth .died in 
1836, when her age was proved to 
be not more than 70. After a ses- 
sion of failures he purchased Scud- 
ders American Museum in New 
York in 1841. 

Barnum’s special attraction in 
1842 was Charles Stratton, thé just- 
ly celebrated “General Tom 
Thumb,” whom he afterward took 
on a tour of England. 

A remarkable instance of his 
enterprise was the engagement of 
Jenny Lind to sing at $1000 a 
night for 150 nights, all expenses 
being paid by the entrepreneur. 
The engagement began in 1850 at 
the present Aquarium on the Bat- 
tery.
